THE EARTH'S CHANGES. 

The Glacial Epoch and its Be- 
sults—CIIuiittic Changes. 

(Correspondence Nouvelle Itevue.) 

During the whole period of tlie 
primary rocks and the formation of coul 
strata tropical heat prevailed from lati- 
tude 35 degrees to latitudo 80 degrees 
— to polar regions, that is. The tem- 
perature was uniform over the whole 
oartli. During the first half of the .scc- 
ondary period, that of jurassic rocks 
and chalk, the climate remained the 
•aamo; the same plants and the same 
animals are found nil over the globe. 
During the secoud half of the period, 
however, the climate began to cool 
somewhat, and deciduous trees made 
their appearance, though tropical plants 
were still to be found in England and 
Denmark. Even to the middle of the 
tertiary period there was equality of 
climate in all latitudes; but the tem- 
peraturo in Europe fell very gradually, 
and it is certain that at the, end of the 
tertiary period there was no ice on the 
globe — not even at the poles or at the 
top of the highest mountains. 

With the quarterimry period a great 
change took place. The reindeer were 
to be found \n all parts of liurope, the 
cold was oxcessive, and the great Swiss 
glaciers extended to the South of 
Francp. The glacial epoch was in full 
switifl, anc| the uniformity of tempera- 
ture formerly prevailing had been des- 
troyed. Then a reflex action began; the 
glacjers, and with t)iein the reindeer 
and mammoth, retreat aa slowly as 
they advanced. 4-t the furthest point 
of tli o glacial extension the cold became 
ao intense that a sea of ice covered half 
Russia, all Prussia, Hanover, Holland 
and a part of England. 

What then, was the cause of this 
change from uniformity to excessive 
cold over so large a portion of the 
earth's surface? And how is it that the 
extent of the cold region, after having 
reached its maximum, gradually re- 
treated? Wo attribute the change to the 
deflection of the earth's axis from the 
perpendicular, and then its gradual re- 
turn towards its old position. In the 
case of a perpendicular axis the climate 
'will be nearly equable all over the 
globe; there will be some difference in 
different latitudes, owing to' the fuct 
U)ftt t|ia pun'srays aye oply' vertical' at 
tAie equator, but it will he comparative- 
ly small! . There would be no nights 
j'ong enough jit any part flf the planet 
tfj Ioavo time for the formation of a 
}arga quantity of ice. Consequently, all 
we have to do to account for the ages 
of time when the climate, as geology 
tells us, was the same all over the 
world, is to imagine tho earth with a 
perpendicular axis in place of an axis 
at an angle with the piano of the eclip- 
tic, as it is now. 

The angle to-day is 23 deg. 27 min. 
9. sec. liut tho Chinese astronomer 
Choo Kung, who measured the angle 
1,100 yearB before Christ made it '2'A 
deg. 54 mip., and subsequent measure- 
ments, made in n. C 350, 2f>0 and 50, 
and in a. d.

1437, 1800 and 1859, by celebrated 
astronomers, Greek, Chinese, Arabian 
and French, give the angle as follows

A siic- 
pesision pf figures like, theseepnvey little 
meaping tp the unrnrUbematical niind, 
but flio meaning is plear nevertheless, 
The obliquity pf the axis has diminish- 
ed steadily for tliB last 300Q years, and 
the diminution amounts in all to 26! 
min. 27 sec, showing that its tendency 
now is toward the perpendicular at the in ithe 



rate of 48 sec, ever 100 years. This 
means that the polar circle is being re- 
duced at the rate of 1,333 meters, or 
roughly, 1,466 yards, every century, 
or 14-J yards every year, the temperate 
zone being increased proportionately. 
It will take the axis 170,946 years to 
move at its present rate through the 
distance which now separates it from 
the perpennicular. 

§s£As long as the axis remained perpen- 
dicular; the climate, as has been said, 
was uniformly hot, and in Greenland 
and Spitzbergen pomegranates grew. 
One dav the axis began to change. At 
first it bad a slight ( fleet, For ages the 
modification was trilling; even at the 
teritary period there was still no ice, 
and snow, when it fell, scion disappear- 
ed. But by degrees the /.ones were trac- 
ed. Round the pole the change was al- 
ready complete, and radiation of tho 
earth overcame the solar heat, and the 
night and the day, so that masses of 
ico were formed. The quartenary peri- 
od was entered; man appeared in our 
Continent; the angle of obliquity of the 
axis being about I 5 degrees, and the 
polar belt, about 1,000 milps in extent, 
finished at the southern part of Spiiz- 
brgen. The glacial epoch had begun. 
Wh.it then was the maximum of tho 
inclination of tho axis when our earth 
was divided into two belts of extreme 
cold (when glaciers covered the greater 
part of Europe) and torrid heat? iVot 
less, certainly, than 35 degrees — pro- 
bably nearer 40 degrees. Taking, how- 
ever, 35 degrees, and assuming that 
the deviation of the axis proceeded at 
the same rate as its return is going on 
now, the 262,000 years elapsed between 
the first movement and the day when 
the axis began to return. The check 
seems to have taken place at the end 
of the quarternary period, when the 
earth had assumed much about the 
same general conditions thst we see to- 
day. It necessarily required other 
thousands of years to effect a change of 
climate in the opposite direction. The 
alternation is clearly manifested in the 
geological strata by the immigration 
and emigration of the reindeer. There 
would elapse, then, since the axis be- 
gan its backward movement until now 
— assuming -15 degrees to be the maxi- 
mum of inclination — 86,554 years, 
which with the 176,946 years that have 
still to be traversed ere the axis become 
once more perpendicular, would give 
262,;")00 years as the total period be- 
tween the first movement and the mo- 
ment of extreme inclination, Already 
the glacial period is considered as at an 
end in Southern Scandinavia and the 
Swiss glaciers are nothing to what they 
were. Nevertheless, 50,000 years must 
still elapse before glaciers disappear. 

As to the age of man upon the earth, 
assuming that he did not appear until 
the lower stages of the quarternary 
period, in which his bones first are 
found, it is certain that the climate 
was much warmer in Europe then 
than it is now. On my calculations man 
has been 223,108 years on earth, and 
349,054 years have passed sjnee tho 
axis of the earth first moved out of the 
perpendicu lar. ^

A New English Cruiser. 

St. James Budget: A valuable ad- 
dition to the royal navy left the ways 
on Tuesday at Chatham. The Severn, 
which had been for twenty-six months 
upon the stocks here, belongs to the 
class of swift twin-screw steel cruisers 
that includes the Thames and Mersey; 
and she is of 3,750 tons, and about 
(i,000 horse power. Smaller than vessels 
of the Bacchante type, and nearly ap 
proaching in Biz.i to the Leander and 
her three sister-ships, she will carry 
more guns, it is hoped, .he able to steam 
nt least a knot and a half faster than 
the cruisers of either model. Her esti- 
mated speed is, in fact, eighteen knots, 
and if expectation be fill til led, she will 
be the fastest cruiser in the service, 
with only about two exceptions. The 
heaviest part of her armament will 
probably be two thirteen-ton breech- 
loaders, but ulio is designed to also 
carry twelve smaller guns. Her hull is 
unarmored; but she has a revolving 
tower that is plated with ten inches of 
iron, and an under water deck of steel 
three inches thick. Her bunkers will 
carry coal enough to enable her to 
steam for three weeks at ten knots, 
and her cost will, it is believed, be a 
little over .£150,000.

A PROVINCIAL UNIVERSITY. 

Sinoo tho subject of establishing in this 
province a university for a higher educa- 
tion than is at present obtainable here 
was first broached there has not been 
heard a dissentient voice upon it. That 
sueli an establishment is a necessary and 
important atop in tlie advancement of a 
progressive country is not only self-evi- 
dent, but forcos itself upon one with the 
knowledge of tho imminent How of immi- 
gration from Canada east of the Rockies, 
from whence will come, unless we endea- 
vor to keep pace with tho limes, those 
who having had tho advantage of superior 
educational facilities will not only be pre- 
pared to supplant British Colunibiaua in 
the instructions of youth in schools, pri- 
vate and public, but bettor able than they 
to cope with competitors in every walk of 
life. None hero wishes to seo this; but 
it will be inevitable unless we bestir our- 
HelveB. Tho resolution passed at the last 
meeting of the public school trustees lias 
eat rolling a ball which should receive re- 
newed impetus from every hand. There- 
in it was proposed that tho Dominion and 
provincial governments, aided by the 
municipality of Victoiia, should endow a 
college or university on tho basis upon 
whichsimilar institutions have been so suc- 
cessfully fostered in the east. The only 
growl against the project has emanated 
from the Columbian which grasping at the 
shadow instead of thu substance objects to 
its being taken as a matter of course that 
tho site of such an institution should bo 
at Victoria, which complaint, being inter- 
preted, means that it should have been ut 
New Westminster. Tho endowment and 
erection of such a contemplated cjlloge 
will not fail on a aide issue such as this; 
for it is a subject that in these days of 
nlniost universal education has but to bo 
mooted to bear fruit. Here, it may, as 
yet. be but an idea; but in other portions 
of the Dominion it is u reality. There it 
is not an experiment but an important re- 
quisite; and if there, why not hero i The 
objection that we cannot p.operly bo com- 
pared in this respect to the more advanced 
provinces forms the strongest argument in 
favor of the scheme; tor we are equally 
part and parcel of the same Dominion and* 
have the same necessities and ambition as 
the rest of Canada,— and if we have not, 
the more do wo stand in need of an insti- 
tution that will help to instil in us the de- 
sire to keep in the van of cultured civili- 
zation. Tho resolution as passed by the 
Victoria school trustees was not necessar- 
ily imperative as to tho exact locality of 
the proposed university. In naming Vic- 
toria us the place of its establishment, the 
Columbian complained that the situ se- 
lected should be central. If geographical 
ly central it would bo remote indeed; but 
if commercial and social centralization is 
what is desired, then the university should 
be at Victoria as originally suggested. 
Wo will go further and advance what wo 
consider as another argument in favor of 
this location, After the successful estab- 
lishment of such a college, what is there 
to prevent, under federal provision, the 
optional inclusion with ordinary studies, 
of that most noble branch of learning, — 
the faculty of medicine; and by affiliating 
«ay, the Royal hospital, with this part of 
the university, render tho relation of im- 
measurable benefit to both institutions 1 
Thus it will bo seen how the inauguration 
in British Columbia of such a university 
will be but the first step to more rapid 
advancement. Home growth is what we 
want, and is what we can have if we but 
inako the effort, Tho establishment of 
theological and legal colleges will natur- 
ally follow in duo course, either ulliliated 
with, or part of, the university proper. 
With Dominion, provincial and civic aid 
(in grants of land or money) there is no 
roason why such a college should not bo 
founded in the very near future. The 
want is already here. Tho question is, 
when and how shall it be supplied I 



province 1 That an organized system of 
relief has become necessary I That, a3 a 
rule, tho condition of all classes here is 
not infinitoly better than at the east / 
The further statement that Tin Colonist 
has been the means of bringing about an 
"utterly demoralized state of tho lubor 
market" is equally fallacious. The cessa- 
tion of railway work has thrown upon 
this market a larger supply of labor than 
it can profitably absorb. This glut will 
shortly regulate itsolt. In some eases 
where Chinese were formerly employed 
whito men have taken their places; and 
there is reason to hope that there will 
soon be vory few of tho Celestial element 
engaged at any work that a white man is 
willing to perform at a higher rato of 
wages. Tho allusion to tho "inefficiency 
of the local government" is not, in our 
opinion, justified by tho facts. The acta 
passed at tho instance of tho local govern- 
ment in 188-1 had as much influ- 
ence in shaping the policy of the Do- 
minion on tho Chinese question as any 
other pressure that was brought to boar 
and tho locr.l government were entitled to 
better treatment at the hands of tho 
Knights. 



THE KNIGHTS OF LA DUE. 

Through the courtesy of an evening 
contemporary we learn that at a meeting 
of the Knights of Labor on Thursday 
night The Cvtoiiiat was "severely cen- 
sured" for "its statement that prosperity 
and happiness reign," horo "while in the 
majority of eases there are only poverty 
and dissatisfaction." Further, we learn 
from the same resolutions'that "the utter- 
ly demoralized state of the labor market 
in this provinco in mainly duo to these 
treacherous statements of tho said Colonial 
newspaper, and tho inefficiency of Uio 
local government. " The Knights of Labor 
as a body are doing much good. Their 
course has been characterized by modera- 
tion and no suggestion of violence has em- 
anated from them. To tho attitude of tho 
Knights of Labor hero and at the east is 
due, in a great measure, tho act which 
imposes a tax of £50 on every Cliinose 
■entering the province. That act i» now 
on its trial. It is being practically tested, 
eo tar with success. The customhouse 
statistics show that only about 70 of tho 
obnoxious race entered tho province dur- 
ing a period when some 700 or 800 took 
their departure. Above 2,000 others are 
preparing to go. We have asked for this 
act a fair test, not because it is regarded 
as perfect, but because it is the first con- 
cession that the Ottawa members, the 
local government nnd the labor organiza- 
tions have succeeded in obtaining from tho 
control government. Had they asked 
for a larger measure of relief parliament 
might have refused to grant any. Next 
soBsiou more important conceabions may 
be obtained; but it would be wrong, if 
not ungrateful, to condemn the act before 
it had had a fair chance. Now, while wo 
are'dispoaed to award the knights a great 
deal of praise, for their exertions to rid the 
country of an undoubted evil, we must 
join issue with the resolutions in bo far 
as they assort that in this province "in 
the majority of cases there are only 
poverty and dissatisfaction." Man for 
man, we doubt if there is a province in 
the Dominion where tliore is as little real 
poverty as in British Columbia. Tho 
distress at the east for the pant two years 
has been appalling. Strong men, delicate 
women and fragile children, have been 
forcod to beg from door to door and from 
passers by for food and raiment. In 
nearly every large city soup kitchens were 
maintained last winter and thousands of 
the unemployed were relieved daily. 
Upon every road leading to the country 
from tho groat centres of population 
gaunt-looking tramps were seen begging 
their way to tho noxt town in search of 
employment. Will tho Knights of Labor 
venturo to assort that such scenes have 
aver been witnessed here / That tliore is 
a deserving tramp or beggar in the

EUEOPE 

London, Oct. 23.— Tho trial of Mr. 
Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, 
Rebecca Jarrett, Mr. Bramwell Booth, 
Mrs. Dowd, Mr. Sampson Jacques and 
Louise E. Mowry, defendants in the Arm- 
strong abduction case, began to-day be - 
fore Justice Topes at tho central criminal 
court. A largo crowd had assembled in 
front of tho building previous to the open- 
ing of court, but a heavy rain sot in and 
they scattered to places of shelter. The 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. Sir Rich- 
ard E. Webstor, attorney-general, opened 
the case for tho crown. His address cov- 
ered tho same ground as that of Mr. Po- 
land. Magistrate Justice Topes held that 
no motives, no mattor how worthy their 
object, were sufficient to justify the tak- 
ing of a child without her parents' con- 
sent; that the consent had been obtained 
in a fraudulent manner, and that it was no 
consent in the eyes of the law. The wit- 
nesses' testimony so far is merely a repe- 
tition of tho evidence given at the pre- 
liminary examination. Eliza Armstrong 
loBtitied freely and clearly. The trial will 
probably last n week. Defendants are 
charged with misdemeanor instead of ffl- 
ony, so as to enable them to testify in 
their own behalf and bo liberated on bail 
during tho progress of the trial. 

Paris, Oct. 23.— The Burmese envoy 
yesterday handed a noto to Lord Lyons, 
ambassador, in which ho stated he had 
sent a dispatch to his government, advis 
ing them tu accept an arbitration for the 
settlement of the dispute with England, 
and that he certainly would bo glad to re- 
store friendly relations with Great Bri- 
tain. Tho European residents in Burundi, 
he said, were perfectly safe. The people 
in that country had no desire to be hostile 
to England. 

The Journal des Debats, commenting 
on tho British expedition against King 
Thebaw, urges thu Froneh government to 
protest against any sort of British annex- 
ation of Bur mali. 

Constantinople, Oct. 23 — Heir Von 
Radowitz, German ambassador, has in- 
formed the porte that Prince Alexander 
has guaranteed that Bulgaria shall not 
disturb the present order of things. The 
prince has ordered his troops to avoid 
provoking a conflict in any quarter, but 
does not bold himself answerable for his 
neighbors. 

Madrid, Oct. 23 — The populace is bo- 
coming incensed at the reticence of tho 
government respecting tho negotiations 
on tho Carolines question and fears of an 
outbreak aro ontertained. The German 
legation is strongly guarded to prevent a 
repetition of tho recent outrage. Tho 
Spanish accounts of the German occupa- 
tion of Yap confirm tho report there ;ts 
telegraphed from Berlin.

Ilia wife 
and eldest daughter wore absent at tho 
time. 

New Youk, Oct. 23. — 11. Sattenstine, a 
milk dealer of this city, owns a dairy 
near Williams' Bridge, Westchester coun- 
ty, and a largo number of his cows have 
been on tho sick list. Tho board of health 
to-day made an investigation and found 
that tho animals were suffering from

"Tlie ri^htiit^ oi the Future." 

The above is tho title, says tho Manhat- 
tan Guardian, of a remarkable essay from 
the pen of Captain Ian Hamilton, a young 
officer who distinguished himself in tho 
Afghan and the Transvaal wars, and is at 
present aide-de-camp to General Roberts. 
Captain Hamilton is at once the boldest 
and the most reasonable of writers on 
army reform. Bis proposals are thu sim- 
plest possible. Instead of teaching as 
much drill and as little shooting as possi- 
ble, which is the present system, he would 
teach as little drill as possible and eoHCen- 
trate tho soldier's training upon the 
one object of making him a real 
marksman. It is almost an accepted doc- 
trine in Germany that in spite of the size 
of modern armies victorj' may still bo at- 
tained by a very small force if it is super- 
ior in tho essentials of training and disci- 
pline. The (icrmans have not yet sug- 
gested what particular training is required 
for thin object. Captain Hamilton 
has filled tho gap in the theory. Ho 
would have an army of soldier.-; in whose 
hands the rifle Bhould bo an unerring 
and perfectly trusted weapon. "Tho 
soldier," ho says, "under the prosont 
regime, does drill in some form or 
another Slib days, and . shoots for 10. Tt 
is proposed that this distribution of his 
time should bs reversed." In other 
words. Captain Hamilton would have an 
army of which every man would bo a 
thoroughly practised marksman, accus- 
tomed to fire at moving objects, and 
knowing from experience that the ritlo 
wua a suru weapon in his bauds. This, 
he seems to say, would bo irresistible, 
even if tho drill wan no better than that 
of the volunteers.

Anti-Chiucsc Meeting. 

Harmony Hall was tillod last night by 
a mooting hold under the auspices of tho 
anti-Chineso association. Mr. Crean oc- 
cupied the chair. Mr. VV. A. Robertson, 
who was loudly cheered, alluded to his 
absence from tho city for some time, but 
waa sure that tho vice-president had con- 
ducted the proceedings as ably as, he him- 
self could havo done. Ho could see no other 
chance for workingmen unless the re- 
sources of the province could bo developed. 
With this oliject ho had gone to Queen 
Charlotte's Island and had discovered re- 
sources there which would bo the moans 
of giving employment to a largo number 
of workingmen in the near future. (Ap- 
plause ) lie noticed in a stray paper pro- 
cured during his absence a statement to 
the effect that llm government had sent 
him away to buy his silence. He could 
assure thorn it waa nothing of tho kind, 
for ho had intended going for several 
yoars; and sn far as this year's explora- 
tions were concerned ho was sure tho re- 
sources of these islands were sufficient to 
support at least a million of pooplo. 
(Applause.) Ho was glad to seo tho 
anti-Cliinesu agitation'* was still progress- 
ing, and every effort should be exerted to 
make the work a auccusa. There was no 
excuse that white labor could not be pro- 
cured since tho establishment of an agency 
for the supply of labor of this descrip- 
tion. Ho concluded by advising them 
to deal only with those who traded with- 
out tho use even indirectly of Ghineao 
labor. 

Mr. Duval, who was also well received, 
alluded in a brief speech te the abuse of 
the Chinese Regulation Act in the matter 
of granting certificates for re entry, and 
stated that at iho mass meeting next week 
some startling charges which could bo 
substantiated would bo undo against a 
certain oflicial. 

Tho folfiiwing resolutions were ptssod : 

1. AW/ivif, that the wholesale gran: 
ing of cortiticates of return to this pro- 
vince to Chineio coolioins ni'W effected on 
the payment of f>0 cents to Collector 
Vrooui.tn at the customs is a diruct con- 
travention of iho sp rit, object and intent 
of the so-called Chinese Restriction Act 
now in operation. That this meeting eon- 
aiders the act as at present administered 
ua oncouraging deceit and fraud on the 
part of the Chinese who will cer- 
tainly return or Bend substitutes, thus 
robbing the Dominion and nullifying tho 
act. And further that such administra- 
tion places within tho power of contractors 
and monopolists tho privilege of recalling 
tho thousands, now about emigrating, at 
any time without the payment of tax and 
again flooding tho country with the cheap 
and nasty Chinese coolie or slavo labor, 
this meeting, thereforo, requests tho Hon. 
W. Haraley, collector of customs for tho 
Dominion to exercise its authority to ao- 
ouro the spirit of tho act in operation nnd 
if necessary, secure additional reliable 
help to the pfHdet' now in charge; and fur- 
ther, that our representatives use ovory 
means to secure the a.ims end, and at tho 
proper time obtain an increase of the tax 
that will entirely exclude the undesirable 
cotdio class. 

'J. Itexuhed, That this meeting approves 
of and recommends the wopkingmon and 
tho pnblic generally joining to purchase 
overalls, shirts and other clothing diruct 
from the Chinese as long as thoy aro 
employed by wholesale merchants and 
dealers to make them, which they always 
will do as long as the Chinese aro allowed 
to remain in tho country. Therefore this 
meeting resolves and passes this depreca- 
tory vote of censure on said merchants 
and dealers of this city and province who 
thus employ Chinese, to the detriment 
of the whole province and dominion, in- 
dividually ami collectively. 

IS. Another resolution expressed tho 
opinion that Chinese wash houses were 
"a protected tax upon widows, washer- 
women and the working and poorer classes 
generally," and urging that patronage of 
the aamu should pcasu. 

The last resolution recorded ita disap- 
proval of tho employment of Chinese by 
officials in rocoipt of largo salaries from 
the public purse, and recommended the 
discharge of the aaiuo (presumably , the 
Chinese. ) 

The meeting dispersed at 3:30 p. m, 

TSic Lunatic Asylum. 

During a reoout visit to tho mainland 
the writer had an opportunity of noting 
tho improvements that havo been effected 
in that necessary and well-kept institu- 
tion. A resident physician (Dr. Bent ley) 
has been appointed and a residence erect- 
ed for him within the walls. Tho asylum 
building has been enlarged by the addi- 
tion of awing and otherwise improved, 
so as to inoreaso the accommodations and 
permit t(io keepers to attend moro effi- 
ciently to the wants of thoir charges. Mr. 
Phillips, tho able superintendent, has un- 
der him a faithful' and triad corps of 
wardens, who soum thoroughly dovotod to 
their duties, Mrs. Ross, the matron, has 
for an assistant Mrs. Goodaore. Sevora! 
of tho female patients are inourable, but 
others are constantly improving and in 
thoir ultimate recovery strong hopes aro 
entertained. During the year fuui* pa- 
tionta havo been discharged cured. A 
very sensible rule has lately beon enforced. 
All mildly insane pationts are set to work 
clearing" the ({rounds, making roads and 
walks and generally improving the sur- 
roundings. In a abort Umo the pationts 
will raise all tho vegetables consumed at 
tho asylum and perform other duties. 
Sinoo tho uddition of this rule there has 
beon a marked improvement in the condi- 
tion of the patients who work. Most of 
them appear to enjoy the opportunity, us 
it proventa them brooding. There aro 
several patients who cannot be trusted 
with tools ftiul others ijie ao imbecile as to 
be unable to comprehend the slightest 
thing that is required of them. The 
cleanliness of tho establishment and the 
patit-nts is remarkable and very creditable 
to all connected thorowith in an official 
capacity.

Mr. Bencher on a recant Sunday morn- 
ing considered the speculations of agea as 
to the nature and conditions of the future 
life and tho conceptions that havo been 
formed of heaven. "The heroes of tho 
olden days," he said, "Abraham and 
Moses, have left not a trace nf thoir idea 
of a future life, and any dealing with the 
Scriptures that shall seem to make them 
believers in a future existonce is unjuat 
and dishonest. Only when poetry began 
to speak were there glimpses of a belief 
in an existence after death. Tho Old 
Testament was a book working for time; 
tho New Testament enlarged the scopo 
and set ua to work in time for eternity. 
And yet, is it not remarkablo that the 
New Testament develops so little of that 
hereafter/ Wo know but very little re- 
specting the conditions of future life, and 
wo know very little of those things which 
we havo a right to feel anxious te know — 
what our personality is to bo; what our 
relations to our children, to our earthly 
companions; the. whole method of being. 
On these elements wo havo no knowledgo 
whatever — not a line, not a fact. Tho re- 
ality of a future existence ia taught upon 
absolute authority. Wo know that death 
ministers again to life, but the make-up 
of that lifo is left to tho imagination. It 
perplexes ua why Christ did not throw 
some light on the mystery of tho resur- 
rection, but ho did not. When the babe 
is hud in tho grave tho mother's heart 
cries out — 'Where is my babe? Wl\o has 
got it? Is there, then, a hoavouly nurse! 
Aro there mother hearts to care for itl 
Where ia it? Does it cry for me?' No 
voice answers back, and with these things 
the heart ha,s a right to deal; these ques- 
tions we have a right to ask. 

"But I think we may safely say that tho 
sphere of the future i>.vi»t hu loft to the 
imagination- with this limitation, that 
tho pictures which our imagination may 
invent and fashion must bo confined with- 
in the limits of the highest affections, tho 
noblest occupations known to good men. 
No Oriental luxury must oomo in there; 
no sensuous enjoyment. Wo must frame 
a picture of tha purest love, of the noblest 
aspirations, of tho most blessed enjoy- 
ments and occupations, and of tho moat 
oharming relations one with another. And 
so you paint your picture just as often, 
just us diversely as you please. Yon have 
ill this spiritual art work tho right to your 
own palette, your owl! brush, and you may 
frame for yourself; 3t;ch a conception of 
heaven r,s will bririg tl l0 highest ideal and 
the most perfect joy to you. Tho mother 
may tako hor little children in hor imagi- 
nation, and by the side of iho over-flow- 
ing stream or in t,> !e shade of the heavenly 
trees-, discourse with them of tho remem- 
bered lifo. Make your ooronet to suit 
your intellectual tendencies, maintaining 
the olomont of pure, high, intellectual 
love. According to his own genius every 
man may constitute a transient heaven 
that may be like the exhalations 01 the 
night, blown away by tho morning wind, 
but euro to come again. 

"There ia yot to bo written a history of 
the poisoning of Christianity by ascetic- 
ism. It was taught that sorrow was better 
than joy in this life; that tho moro you 
suffered the more you invested. People 
wore filth buoauso they thought it was 
good soil in which to raise Christian 
virtues. Men suffered, saying, 'No mat- 
ter, I will wear garments of hair and eat 
untoward food, because for everything I 
suffer I shall got a spiritual reward, with 
compound interest, when I got to honvon. ' 
They subjected thia world to that horrible 
necromancy, and ono of tho Westminster 
bishops actually had a grinning skeleton 
of himself oarvod, with tho idoa that it 
would help make Christians. It never 
cured a aoul; it disgusted ten thousand. 
I would apit on such a roligion as that. I 
was brought up under the theology of 
those days, and I've got a right to pound 
it because it pounded me. Religion 
should be joyful, radiant, and not tho 
horrible nightmare that a sectarian 
makeB it, 

•'Folks, think dying is droadful. It is 
not so Rt all, It is not dying that is 
dreadful. If dying waa going to Green- 
land I should bo afraid to die. I believe 
iu tho resurrection of tho body — a spirit- 
ual body, not thia human bedy, That 
idea is deader than death."

VACCINATION. 



How Montreal Passengers are 
Treated on American 
Trains. 

One Way of Stamping Out the 
Disease. 



(Montreal Herald.) 

As wo halt for a moment at Sutton J unc- 
tion the train is boarded by an elderly, 
good-natured looking gentleman in specta- 
cles, with a sort of Peter Coopor expres- 
sion of benovolence on his face, who is 
announcod as Dr. Hamilton, of Rich- 
mond, Vormont, examining physician in 
tho employ of tho United States authori- 
ties, whose business it is to examine all 
passengers bound for Uncle Sam's do- 
main, with a view to tho vaccination of 
all tho unvaccinated. 

Boginning with tho first passenger 
found in the "smoker," tho foremost car 
of tho train, he is confronted by tho doc- 
tor with: 

"Been vaccinated?" 

If tho answer is yes, 

"Cot a cartificateT' 

Unless this can be produced tho indi- 
vidual i.i compelled to show hia arm, when, 
unless there is a "fresh scar," the passen- 
ger ia obliged to again undergo tho opera- 
tion or leave tho train. Down into his 
vest pocket goes tho doctor, producoa a 
little tin box in which ho keeps the 
"points," off comes tho lid, out comes the 
ivory point; in a moment a tiny drop of 
blood appears on tho surface of the akin, 
tho vacciuo is moistened by tho breath, 
the matter rubbed off upon the lacerated 
part, and the job is dono. 

May be tho passenger objects, threat- 
ens to leavo the train, will not, he says, 
submit to such an arbitrary and unneces- 
sary regulation. Then, ho is informed, 
that upon arrival at tho next station he 
must leave, and a burly attendant is placed 
by to guard him and soe thut ho does 
leave. The people's interest niUBt no pre - 
tected. Nino chances out of ton ho melts 
beforo the station is reached and with 
threats of suits for heavy damages against 
tho railroad company if ho ia injured by 
the operation, he conquora his feeling, 
and submits to the doctor's scarifier. In 
tho case of audi a customer, which aro of- 
ten found as a natural consequence, overy 
ono of his follow passengers wants to boo 
just how he stands the knife. Necks aro 
strained and backs bent, whilo some of 
the moro bold stand up in tho aisle and 
watch with tho Uoouost interest tho opor- 
ation. Thia ia, for such an individual, 
the hardest part of tho job. After hav- 
ing declared boforo his Maker, sworn by 
all that ho holds in rovorenco, that lie 
would not — 110, sir— submit to such tyr- 
anny, lie looks as sheepish as a whipped 
dog. 

Having finished with tho passengers in 
tho smoking car, tho next car, filled al- 
oioat entirely with ladies, is visited by 
tho dootor. Here begins tho fun, those 
tight fitting aleeves cannot bo pulled up 
and mayhap thu certificate has boon left 
at homo; yea it has, honor bound and 
only two weoka ago tho lady declares she 
was vaccinatod by Dr. B. of Montreal. 
She will send and have tho dootor send a 
certificate to tho examining physician. 
No, that won't do, and tho law must bo 
complied ivith. A tug at the tightly fit- 
ting Jersey bIoovo, another determined 
pull and the arm is barod nearly to tho 
olbow. "That will do," says tho doctor. 
Out comes tho little knife and point and 
thirty soconda later tho doctor passes on, 
whilo tho lady sinks back in hor scat with 
defiance flashing from her eye, and in- 
wardly vowing, without doubt, that sho 
will get oven with that horrid man if she 
livoa long onough, that she will. 

''I would not lie to you, indeod I would 
not, sir," says a pretty brown eyed damsel, 
"I havo been vaccinated," and the eyes 
becomes moistened and the choeks quiver 
as with auppreasod emotion. But tho old 
doctor ia obdurato. Business is business, 
ana his business is to seo that no ono who 
is not properly vaccinated, whother male 
or fomalo, loaves Cunadian for U. S. ter- 
ritory. Pretty or ugly, it is all the same 
to him. 

"Sorry, madam, but I can't holp it; 
either lot me see your cortilicato or your 
arm." She sees no sign of rolontiny in 
that face. Again sho tries. 

"It was but just a little whilo ago, in- 
deed, it was, doctor. I oan't show 
you my arm hero. Can't you boliovo mef" 

No; the dootor cannot and will not. 
Tho girl aces there is no use. and reluc- 
tantly begins tugging at hor waist; down 
it comos from the neck, the left Bhoulder 
is o.\puauu, ihon the arm. Tho doctor 
evidently is not satisfied. 

"When were you vaccinatodi" 

"Two years ago." 

"Scar is not fresh enough," say tho 
doctor, and again out comes tho scarifier 
and vaooino. A scratch and scream, but 
the physician is not daunted and continues 
tho work, without flinching, very gently 
but with tho air of a man who thoroughly 
understands his business. 

"There, that will do," ho sayB, and the 
girl, replacing hor wardrobe, sinks back in 
her seat, whilo tho doctor passing on is 
heard to remark, "Sho had never boon 
vaccinated." 

"Do you moot with many cases of that 
kind?" was asked of- the physician. 

"Plenty, sir. You havo no idea how 
many." 

"Do you havo to put many people off 
the train)" 

"Very fow, indeod. There is a great 
deal of coaxing, more swearing, but even- 
tually, when they come to understand that 
they must 00 mo to it, thoy yield." 

"From what class of peoplo do you ex- 
perience tho most trouble?" 

"Tho French-Canadians from the coun- 
try towns. Thoy would as soon have tha 
smallpox as be vaccinated, and I believe 
most of thorn who object would rather."

A SENSATIO.Y IN COUKT. 

An Attempt to Save a Young 
Man from the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Indianafoijs, Ind., Oct. 6. — A dra- 
matic and sensational incident occurred 
in the criminal court to-day. Alvin O. 
Ployso, the son of W. T. Royse, a promi- 
nent citizen, was convicted on Saturday of 
having stolen a pocketbook containing 
810-1 and was sentenced to two years' im- 
prisonment in tho penitentiary. Major 
Golden, senior counsel for the defence, 
accompanied by tho father, brother and 
several friends of tho young man, walked 
into court and in a way that electrified the 
apoctatoTs appealod to tho judge to re-, 
lease the prisoner at once, because the 
money supposed to have boon stolen had 
been found in the coat-tail pocket of Bo 
garding, the man who claimed to have 
been robbed. "You boo how it is; thia 
shows his innocence," cried out Colonel 
Royse, the father. The judgo instructed 
tho prosecution to mako inquiry into the 
matter, and close questioning of Bogard- 
ing resulted in hia finally making a con- 
fussion that tho relatives of Royse, his 
father and brother, who had assisted in 
defending him, bad returned the stolen 
money upon condition that he should de- 
claro that he had never been robbed. 
Bogarding'a confession was embodied in 
an affidavit, and the Royses wore at once 
placed under bonds for suborning a wit- 
n'esa and for perjury. Bogarding lent 
himself to the schemo becauae by so doing 
his pecuniary loss was mado good to him 
and the Royses guaranteed to protect him 
from troublo with the court. The affair 
has produced a sensation.

But tliero was uno part of the Confed- 
erate Hue t. hi eh did not sharo iu Iho tu- 
mult and lierce resistance which was 
every-where else apparent. This was tile 
portion held by the division of Maj. (Jen. 
Cleburne, or, as all the southern people 
know him, "Pat Cleburne. " It has beeu 
said of ( leburno that ho wus the only 
man in the Confederate army who could 
ubsolutelv control his moo and make 
them hold their lire until he was ready 
for it to bo delivered. (>n the day of this 
battle, when the Kederal advance bo^tui, 
it is stated that he said to his troops that 
he would shoot any man who wDuld dare 
to (lie a gun until he gave the word. 

This was the explanation of the ominous 
silence all along that portion of the breast- 
works held by his force. 1'robably tho 
effect of this can best bo shown by re- 
peating the words of a Federal colonol 
•who was captured in this bailie, and who 
described it the next day. 

Said he: 

"It was the most severe ordeal which 
my nervous system has ever undergone. 
"When we began the advance we naturally 
expected that the artillery would open 
upon us as soon as we got within range: 
and that, having swept forward until wo 
were iu resell of the lire of musketry, 
that would begin to open upon us also. 

" I had been through so much of this 
that 1 had ceased to fear it, and always 
relied on the excitement of the occasion 
carrying me forward; but here wc ran for 
some 200 yards or more, and thero was not 
a cannon shot. Another 100 yards and 
still e-Yv-ies'ion of bombshell or any- 
thing of the kind I I new began to feel a 
little strange. Another 101) yards, and 
still uo sign of life, and my nervousness 
began to give place lo a desire to halt. 
Another I0o yards, and we were certainly 
within range of musketry: but still there 
was not one sign of life in the intrench- 
menls in front of us; nothing to give 
cause for apprehension, apparently, ex- 
cept the waving of the Confederate Hags 
above tlio works, as a light wind blew. 

■'Now, over me began to come a mor- 
tal feeling of dread; a feeling which I 
never before, and which I can scarcely 
describe. I would havo turned and fled 
but for the fear of disgrace, which was 
Btronger even than the horror of death, 
But I knew what was coming, and deter- 
mined by my example to inspire my men 
to brave it, no matter how terrible it was. 

"At length we were within scarcely 
more than twenty yards of the Intrench- 
ments. when from all along the line pro- 
truded forth, beneath tho head-logs, 
scores and hundreds of muskets. I could 
see them as 1 gave a quick glance down 
the whole front, and those immediately 
before me, particularly, seemed slightly 
waving from side lo side. There was t.0 
mistaking it. I knew that every holder 
of a musket was picking out his man. 

"This continued for but a few moments, 
when above all other sounds, distinct and 
clear, 1 heard the commuud given, 'Now, 
men, fire!' 

"Instantly, from along the entire line, 
there seemed, like a lightning Hash, to 
burst forth a sheet of llamo and smoke. 1 
was struck, and fell senseless for iin in- 
stunt, but when 1 recovered myself and 
turned to look there; seemed to be scarcely 
seven men in my entire regiment on their 
feet, 

"Then the fury of the combat arose 
abovo other sight or sound. The whole 
forest and mountain seemed lo be on lire. 
There was no army in tho world that 
could have stood before it. " 

As an evidence of tlie correctness of 
this description, it may be stated, that 
after the battle the Confederates picked 
up in front of Cleburne's line 1,002 dead 
and ivounded Federals.

The greatest luck that can befall a mor- 
tal is to be born on taster Sunday while 
the bells aro ringing, but it is not lucky 
to die on that da v. The spoon with which 
the h aster eggs have been removed from 
the boiling pot is carefully treasured up 
and worn in the belt by the shepherd; it 
(gives him the power to distinguish the 
witches who seek to molest his (lock. 

Perhaps the most important day in tho 
year is fcSL George's, the 28d of April (cor- 
responds to our 5th of May), the eve of 
which is still frequently kept by occult 
meetings taking place at night in Jonely 
caverns or within ruined walls, and where 
all the ceremonies usual to the celebration 
of witches' sabbat are put into practice. 
The feast itself is the great day to beware 
of witches, to counteract whose influence 
square-cut blocks of i^reeu turf are placed 
in front of each dooi ami window. This 
is supposed effectually to bar their en- 
trance to the house or tables, but for still 
greater safety it is usual here for the 
peasants to keep watch all night by the 
Bleeping cattle. 

This same night is the best for finding 
treasures, and many people spend it in 
wandering about the hills trying to probo 
the earth for the gold it contains. Vain 
r.nd futile as such researches usually are, 
yet they have in this country a somewhat 
greater semblance of reality than in most, 
other parts, for perhaps nowhere else have 
ho many successive nations been obliged 
to secrete their riches in Hying from an 
enemy, to say nothing of the undiscovered 
veins of gold and silver which must be 
Beaming the country in all directions. 
Not a year passes without bringing to 
light some earthen jar containing old 
Dacian coins or golden ornaments of 
■Roman origin, and all such discoveries 
serve to feed and keep up the national 
ouperstition.

WHEREAS THE PRESENT PUBLIC LIGHTING 
of the City of Victoria is insufficient, and it Is 
expedient and necessary to extend and improve the 
same, and for that purpose to raise by way of loan, 
upon the credit of the Baid City, tlio sum of $111,000. 

And whereas it will require the sum of $1,556 to be 
raised annually by special, rate for tho payment of 
the debt Intended to be hereby created and the In- 
terest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole rateablo 
property of tho said City, according to the Ia»t re- 
vised assessment roll, is ?j,000,00O. 

And whereas it will require an annual special rate 
of 1-32 of one cent In the dollar for paying the Inter- 
est and creating an equal yearly sinking fund for 
paying the pritieipal of the said inteudod debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal! y Act, 1881. 

llo it therefore enacted by the Council of the Cor 
ponton of tlie City of Victoria as follows:— 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the said City 
to raise by way of loan from any person or persons, 
body or bodies corporate, who may be willing to ad- 
vance the same upon tho credit of the debentures 
hereinafter mentioned, a sum of money not exceed- 
ing in tho whole tho sum of $10,000, and to cause the 
same to be paid into the hands of the Treasurer of 
the Haid City for tlie purpose and with tho object 
hereinbefore recited. 

2. It shall be lawful for tlie said Mayor to cause 
any number of debentures to be made for such suiub 
of money as may be required, either in cuirency or 
sterling money, not less than $100 each, and all sueli 
debentures fdiall he sealed with the Beal of tho Bald 
Corporation ami signed by tlio said Mayer. 

j. The »a'.d debentures shall be tuado payable in 
twenty years from tho day hereinafter mentioned for 
this Bylaw to take effoct, at tho olllce of the Trea- 
surer, City Hall, Victoria, In tho Province of British 
Columbia, and shall have nttached to them coupons 
lor the payment of interest. 

4. Tlie said debentures shall bear Interest at and 
after the rate of U per centum per annum Irom tho 
date thereof, which interest shall be payable balf- - 
ycarly at the office of the said Treasurer. 

5. For the purpose of forming a sinking fund for 
tho payment of the said debo' tures ami interest 
tharoon at tlio rate aforesaid, an equal special rate of 
1-38 of one cent iu tho dollar shall, In addition tq all 
other rates, he assessed, raisod, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateablo property within tho 
said City of Victoria during tho said term of twenty 
years from the coming into tlt'ect of tills Uylaw, un- 
less such dehcnture-i shall lie sooner paid. 

U. It shall bo Irrvful for the said Corporation from 
time to litre tc "'purchase any of tho said debentures 
at such price or prices as shall in each cuso bo mutu- 
ally agreed, and all dehoiuures so repurchased 
shall he forthwith cancelled, and no reissue of deben- 
tures or of any debenture shall 'be made iu conse- 
quence o.' such repurchase. 

7. This Bylaw shall, beforo the |liml passing thereof 
receive tlie assent of the electors of the said Corpora- 
tion in the ma nor provided by tho Municipality 
Act, 1881, and shall tako effect on, from and alter the 
day of the final passing thereof.

VJITHERKAS IT IS EXPEDIENT AND NECES- 

« T nary to provide a complete end permanent sys- 
tem of Drainage for tlio City of Victoria, and before 
commencing the construction thereof to obtain plans 
und specifications for such a system upon the best 
sanitary and scientific principles. 

And whereas for the purpose of obtaining such 
plana and specifications by public competition, it is 
expedient and necessary lo raise by war of loan upon 
the credit of the said City the sunt of £5000. 
fiAn/l wltereas It will rccpiiro tho sum of $«30 to bo 
raised annually by special rate for the payment ol 
the debt Intended to be hereby created and tho in- 
terest thereon. 

Aid whereas tho amount of the whole rateable pro- 
perty of the said City, according to tile lost wised 
assessment roll, is 86, ooo.ooo. 

And whereas It will require an annual special rate 
of 1-100 of one cent ill tin; dollar for paying the In- 
terest and creating a yearly sinking fund for paying 
the principal of the said intended debt according to 
the Municipality Act, 1881.
